Local Consent – Single Event Permit to Serve Alcoholic Beverages – St. Lawrence Catholic 

Church Fall Festival: Council Member Mergist moved to approve the Local Consent for the St. 

Lawrence Catholic Church Fall Festival. Council Member Patterson seconded the motion.  

 

Voting Aye: Council Members Patterson, Mergist, and Bradshaw. Council Members McDonald 

and Rowland were excused. 

 

Canvass of Primary Election: Anderson explained there were 14 provisional ballots and one 

absentee ballot that needed to be opened and tallied during the canvass of the election. Kellogg 

noted there were three additional absentee ballots that were received, but they were postmarked 

after August 13, 2013, Primary Election Day, and therefore were invalid and would not be 

counted. After tallying the 15 ballots, the Election results were as follows: Joseph “Joe” A. 

Chenworth 149, Michael M. Thurber 84, Heidi Franco 286, Kelleen L. Potter 300, Anissa 

Wardell 90, Rodney W. Hopkins 337, and Danny Goode 181. 
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It was announced that Franco, Potter, Hopkins, and Goode would be moving on to the General 

Election for the two open City Council seats. 

 

Council Member Patterson moved to accept the election totals as were presented tonight. Council 

Member Bradshaw made the second. Voting Aye: Council Members Patterson, McDonald, 

Mergist, and Bradshaw. Council Member Rowland was excused.
